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AGRICULTURAL    STATISTICS 

(From  the  United  States  Census  Report) 

Maine  has  a  total  land  area  of  29,895  square  miles,  of 
which  9,844  square  miles,  or  32.9%  are  included  in  farms. 
The  surface  consists  of  two  g:reat  slopes,  the  northern  and  the 
southern.  The  northern  slope,  comprising  about  one-third 
of  the  total  area  is  drained  by  the  St.  John  river  and  its 
tributaries,  the  southern  slope  by  numerous  streams  which 
flow  into  the  Atlantic.  The  broad,  flat  divide  which  separ- 
ates the  two  slopes  serves  as  a  natural  reservoir,  most  of 
the  rivers  of  the  state  having  their  sources  in  the  large  lakes 
of  this  region.  Some  of  the  lakes  have  outlets  on  both  sides 
of  the  watershed. 

The  surface  of  a  large  part  of  the  state  is  rugged  and 
broken.  The  soil  of  the  river  valleys  is  very  productive,  but 
in  the  mountainous  regions  and  along  the  sea  coast  it  is  for 
the  most  part  sterile.  The  Aroostook  Valley,  which  com- 
prises the  largest  area  of  fertile  farming  land  in  New  Eng- 
land, has  a  deep,  porus,  yellow  loam,  especially  adapted  to 
the  growing  of  fruits  and  vegetables.  This  section  has 
developed  remarkably  during  the  last  decade.

LEADING  EVENTS. 

1719— Patent  Ric^hts  granted  by  Council  of  Plymouth. 
1731— Genl.  Waldo   commissioned   to   settle   difficulties  in 

land  rights;  given  one-half  interest  in  Patent. 
1742— About  40  German  families  settled  by  Waldo. 
1746— May  21,  Settlement  wiped  out  by  Indians. 
1748— First  permanent  settlement.    Great  destitution  and 

suffering. 
1754— Garrison  built  at  Broadbay  by  Genl.  Waldo. 
1764— Over  500    people   in    the   Medomak   settlement;  all 

German.    Largest  settlement  on  Dutch  Neck. 
1764-73— Many  troubles  over  land  titles. 
1772— Rev.  Mr.  Cilley,  a  Moravian,  induced  some  60  families 

to  emigrate  to  Salem,  N.  C.    Some  returned  soon  after. 
1773— June  29,  Broadbay  plantation  incorporated  the  town 

of  Waldoborough. 
1780— Jacob   Ludwig   first   representative   to  the  General 

Court  of  Massachusetts. 
1786-1800— Waldoboro  a  shire  town. 
1835 — Medomak  Bank  incorporated.    Geo.  D.  Swanse,  first 

president. 
1846— Large  part  of  business  section  burned. 
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1853— Waldoboro  Bank  organized;  Isaac  Reed,  pres. 

1854— Great  fire— Every  store,  the  post  office,  and  72  houses 
burned. 

1855— Conrad  Heyer  died ;  born  April  10,  1749,  said  to  be 
the  first  male  child  born  in  Waldoboro. 

1871 — Knox  &  Lincoln  R.  R.  opened. 

1873— Centennial  Celebration.  Lincoln  County  News  estab- 
lished by  Samuel  L.  Miller. 

1884— Mills  built  at  Winslow's  Mills  by  Vannah,  Chute  &Co. 

1886— Waldoboro  National  Bank  closed.  Operated  3  3 
years  without  change  of  oflBcers. 

1890— K.  &  L.  R.  R.  leased  to  the  Maine  Central  R.  R.  Co. 

1902— April  8,  Electric  lighting  plant  began  operations. 


EARLY  SETTLEMENT. 

Waldoboro  was  settled  by  German  immigrants  brought 
by  General  Waldo  and  Samuel,  his  son.  First  settlement 
made  in  1742,  according  to  Eaton's  "  Annals  of  Warren," 
when  about  40  families  settled,  brought  by  Gen.  Waldo. 

May  21,  1746,  the  settlement  was  wiped  out  by  Indians, 
who  killed  many  and  took  the  rest  captives.  Some  had 
removed  to  Louisburg. 

In  November  1748,  from  20  to  40  families  were  landed 
from  Germany,  also  some  of  the  survivors  of  the  Louisburg 
expedition  returned.    In  1753,  about  50  new  families  from 
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Germany  increased  the  settlement.  Settlements  were  made 
on  both  banks  of  the  Medomak  River,  especially  at  Broad- 
bay  and  on  Dutch  Neck. 

We  are  unable  to  give  anything-  like  a  complete  list  of 
these  men,  but  the  following,  according  to  S.  L.  Miller,  were 
of  the  number,  and  are  the  progenitors  of  many  of  Waldo- 
boro's  families.  Joseph  Ludwig,  a  farmer  by  occupation ; 
James  Schench,  tanner;  Jacob  Winchenbaugh,  soldier; 
Cbristoval  Woltzgrover,  shepherd;  Anthony  Hoffses,  weaver; 
Daniel  Philhorn,  huzzah  in  Prussian  Army;  Frank  Miller, 
papermaker;  Peter  Light,  wheelright;  Dr.  John  C.  Wal- 
leazer,  surgeon  in  Prussian  Army;  and  Hans  Peter  Gross, 
blacksmith.  In  1758  Paul  Lash,  John  Sides  (Zeitz),  Jacob 
Seichrist  and  Martin  Demuth  were  killed  by  Indians  within 
the  present  limits  of  Waldoboro  village. 

The  following  names  were  recorded  on  the  town  records, 
in  1773,  the  year  of  incorporation,  and  include  many  of  the 
leading  men  at  that  time.

Simmons,  John  Fogler,  Wm.  Kaler,  Andrew  Waltz,  Chas. 
Samson,  John  Nubert,  Peter  Gross,  Andrew  Storer,Bernhast 
Uckly,  Andrew  Shank,  Jacob  Young,  Capt.  Soule,  Jacob 
Winchenbach,  Henry  Ewel,  John  Conner,  John  Ulmer,  "Dr.

CHURCHES  AND  PASTORS. 

OLD  LUTHERAN  CHURCH. 
GERMAN  PROTESTANT  SOCIETY. 

The  first  (log)  meeting  house  dedicated  atMeeting-House 
Cove,  2%  miles  south  of  village,  in  1760.  Rev.  John  Martin 
Schoeffer  settled  pastor,  1762,  was  succeeded,  1785  to  1789, 
by  Rev.  Fred'k  Gruhner.  Rev.  Augustus  A.  B.  Ritz,  pastor 
from  1793,  till  his  death,  1811.  Church  built  on  east  side  of 
river,  prior  to  1773,  removed  to  present  location  about 
1795.  Rev.  John  Wm.  Starman,  last  pastor  from  1812 
until  his  death,  1851.  Rev.  Mr.  Starman  preached  in  Ger- 
man until  1820,  when  he  preached  first  sermon  in  English. 
Rev.  Philip  Theobold  filled  this  pulpit,  and  practiced  medi- 
cine here  from  1777  to  1780.  The  meeting-house  is  well 
preserved  and  is  open  once  a  year  for  service.  Its  interior 
has  remained  unchanged.

PHYSICIANS. 

Dr.  John  Christopher  Walleazer,  surgeon  in  the  Prussian 
Army,  came  here  with  the  settlers.  Dr.  John  B.  Borneman 
was  a  Hessian.  Dr.  Philip  Theobald,  a  German,  came  here 
after  the  surrender  of  Burgoyne;  after  three  years  removed 
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to  Dresden.  Dr.  Benj.  Brown  was  a  surgeon  in  the  Revolu- 
tion navy.  He  was  succeeded  in  practice  here  by  his  son, 
John  G.  Brown.  Drs.  John  Manning,  Harlow,  Hiram  Bliss, 
Elijah  A.  Daggett,  and  Wilson  (Thomasonian),  have  prac- 
ticed in  town.  Dr.  Fred'k  Robie,  later  governor  of  Maine, 
now  living  in  Gorham;  Dr.  Chas.  A.  Packard,  now  in  Bath; 
Drs.  Geo.  W.  Colby  and  F.  M.  Everleth  (Civil  War  surgeons); 
Dr.  Eben  Alden,  removed  to  Rockland;  and  Dr.  J.  T.  San- 
born, now  at  Woodfords,  practiced  during  the  last  half  of 
the  last  century. 

Those  now  in  practice  are  Dr.  C.  L.  Randall  who  came 
from  Standish,  1896;  Dr.  G.  H.  Coombs  of  Brunswick  and 
Dr.  J.  W.  Sanborn  of  Etna.

James  Noble  Esq.  and 
Elliot  Vaughan  Esq.  a  brother,  came  with  him.  Vaughan 
built  two  double  saw-mills  and  a  grist-mill  at  Damaris- 
cotta Mills.    Many  settlers  located. 

1740 — Vaughan's  block  house  erected. 

1745— Settlements  attacked  by  Indians. 

1755 — Death  of  Vaughan.  Land  titles  pass  to  Elliot  Vaughan 
and  James  Noble,  Esq. 

1768— Rev.  Ebenr.  Stearns  ordained. 

1788 — Nobleboro  incorporated  the  58th  town,  named  for 
Col.  Arthur  Noble.  Town  known  as  Walpole  before  in- 
corporation. 

1789— Town  organized;  Col.  Arthur  Noble,  clerk. 

1806 — Town  first  represented  in  General  Court,  by  James 
Perkins. 

1809— Sluiceway  for  the  passage  of  fish  built  at  Damaris- 
cotta Mills,  cost  $438;  one-half  paid  by  Nobleboro. 
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1843 — "Hussey  Tavern"  opened  near  center  of  town,  by 
Geo.  Hussey;  The  "Half-way"  house  between  Damaris- 
cotta  and  Waldoboro, 

1847— Part  of  town  set  off  to  form  Damariscotta. 

1889 — North  Nobleboro  post  office  established. 


EARLY  SETTLEMENT. 

The  first  permanent  settlement  was  probably  made  at 
Damariscotta  Mills,  as  early  as  1830,  by  Wm.  Vaughan. 
Here  he  erected  mills  in  1830  and  introduced  many  settlers. 
Elliot  Vaughan,  Esq,  and  Jas.  Noble,  Esq.  were  with  him. 
Who  most  of  these  settlers  were  we  are  unable  to  say.  For 
most  of  the  following  facts  we  are  indebted  to  A.  Judson 
Merrill,  the  local  historian. 

John  Rollins,  came  from  N.  H.  to  work  on  Mills  at  the 
Falls,  1730.  Benj.  Blackstone  was  here  prior  to  1750. 
Fred'k  Hatch  settled  on  West  Neck,  in  1758.  Thos.  Merrill, 
from  Stratham,  N.  H.,  settled  the  Merrill  farm,  in  1768  or 
69.  On  East  Neck  Andrew  Knowlton  and  Jonathan  Oliver, 
located  after  the  Revolutionary  War,  in  which  they  served; 
Elijah  Dunbar  (about  1780)  and  Jesse  Dunbar  (in  1793), 
came  from  Bridgewater;  Elnathan  Palmer  Jr.  and  Elisha, 
his  brother  settled  here,  (their  father  had  located  on  the 
Back  Meadow  road);  Jonathan  Chapman  was  on  East  Neck 
before  1800.    John  Linscott  settled  on  West  Neck. 

Rev.  Samuel  A.  Flagg,  settled    (about  1790)  a  Revolu- 
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tionary  soldier;  Matthias  Benuer  (about  1795);  Nath'l  Glid- 
den  (before  1790);  James  Hall  (as  early  as  1779)  and  Seth, 
his  brother  (1781— near  Waldoboro  line);  John  and  Samuel 
Austin;  Peter  Sidelinger  (about  1795— under  Sidelinger  Hill, 
erected  parsonage  prior  to  1800);  David  Genthner  (1793); 
Stephen  Smith  (a  millnian  at  what  is  now  Glendon);  Jere 
Russell  (about  1800);  John  Winslow  of  Marshfield,  Mass, 

(on  Winslow's  Hill);  Joseph,  Stephen,  Samuel,  Abnerand 

Hussey,  Chas.  Vannah  (near  Muscongus  Bay);  Andrew  Van- 
nah;  Amos  and  John  Moody  (and  one  or  two  brothers);  Martin 
Hey  er,  Jacob  and  Joseph  Lud  wig  and  Am  a  sa  Bryant  (1804), 
are  ancestors  of  many  of  Nobleboro's  leading  families. 

The  following  men  were  prominent  at  the  organization 
of  the  town,  many  of  whom  had  settled  heie  several  years 
earlier:  Arthur  Noble,  grandson  of  the  proprietor;  Thos. 
Flint,  John  Clark,  Jos.  Rust,  Samuel  Rollins,  Jas.  Perkins, 
Benj.  Pluramer,  Jos.  Chapman,  Nath'l  Chapman,  Nath'l 
Knowlton,  Stephen  Smith,  Dr.  Nathan  Jewett,  Jere  Knowl- 
ton,  Joseph  Jameson  and  Jesse  Flint.  Several  of  these  men 
were  in  Damariscotta  village  and  vicinity.

The  parish  is  connected  with  vSt.  Denis  Church,  Whitefield, 
Father  Thos.

Dr.  Nathan  Jewett  was  located  here  in  1788.    Dr.  Baker 
came  from  Massachusetts  and  located  at  Nobleboro  Corner. 
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Here  he  was  succeeded  by  Dr.  Samuel  Ford  and  in  1829,  by 
Dr.  Moses  Call,  both  of  whom  removed  to  New  Castle.  Dr. 
Ellis  and  Dr.  Warren  Ludwig;  (about  1840),  located  at  Da- 
mariscotta  Mills.  A  few  others  have  stopped  here  for  a 
short  period. 

LAWYERS. 

Albert  Smith,  who  removed  to  Portland,  and  John  D. 
McCrate,  both  of  whom  have  served  as  Representatives  in 
the  U.  S.  Congress,  have  practiced  law  in  Nobleboro.  John 
H.  Converse,  came  to  Damariscotta  Mills  about  1835  but 
removed  to  Damariscotta  a  few  years  later.

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EARLY  SETTLERS. 

John  Ball  was  probably  the  first  settler,  coming  in  1770. 
Soon  after  this  came  John  Weeks,  Ezra  Parker,  Jona  Fish, 
Jona  Fames,  Jona  Linscott,  Joseph  Jones  and  Thos.  Ken 
nedy;  Henry  Bond  settled  east  of  the  bay  in  1787.  In  1791, 
were  Samuel  Waters,  Esq.,  Thomas  Trask,  James  Reeves, 
Phineas  Ames,  Joseph  Weeks,  John  and  Isaac  Hilton,  Peter 
Dow  and  Joseph  Rogers. 

The  following  were  among  the  Ballstown  residents  in 
1791,  most  of  whom  we  believe  were  in  the  eastern  part; 
David  Hopkins,  John  Johnson,  Will  Cunningham,  Darius 
Perham,  Chas.  Glidden,  Timothy  and  Daniel  Plummer, 
James  and  Wm.  Shepherd,  Thos.  Crommitt,  John  Linscott, 
James  Hall,  Zachariah  Hatch,  Thos.  Day,  Solomon  Hop- 
kins, Enoch  Flanders,  Oliver  Peasley,  Michael  Glidden, 
Jonathan  Noyes  and  John  Boynton. 

Eben  Hall  settled  near  Nobleboro  line  about  1800; 
Amos  Fish  came  about  the  same  time;  Samuel  Heath  lo- 
cated in  the  eastern  part  of  the  town.  Abraham,  his  son, 
was  the  first  settler  at  the  "Witch  Mill".
